It 
will go down as one of the most dramatic moments in 
American history, not only because of his greatness as 
a military leader in three wars but because of the global 
issues involved in his forced retirement. 
General Douglas MacArthur, who twice tasted the 
fruits of victory, told his fellow Americans that no vic­ 
tory can be achieved in the Korean war until this nation 
faces realities in the establishment of its foreign policy. 
Appeasement, like blackmail, the general told the Ameri­ 
can legislators assembled to hear his report, can end 
only in violence. 
If the forced retirement of this great military leader 
at the height of his long and distinguished career will 
awaken Americans to tlie disaster that may befall this 
country by playing partisan politics in foreign policy, 
then General MacArthur may have performed another 
outstanding service to his beloved countrv. Only history 
will tell. 
Just now we would like to pause to honor this truly 
great American. We salute him as he bids farewell to 
his heroic service in three wars. Belovea by millions, 
there is little doubt that General Douglas MacArthur will 
go down in history as one of the most illustrous Ameri­ 
cans of all time. 


WHILE THE CITY COUNCIL is considering the expen­ 
diture of $250,000 for a city hall it should be kept in mind 
that the inadequate city offices are only one of many 
needed improvements. Three that seem just as important 
—and more so to many people—are: 1) The paving of 
all streets.

These are as vital to the com­ 
munity as better city offices; property owners and tax­ 
payers are entitled to these badly needed improvements 
and the entire growth and prosperity of the community 
is dependent upon them.

Latest reported incident was a 
gambling establishm ent which 
existed for two or three days 
north of the Palm Springs city 
limits.

STATING THAT lack of per 
sonnel m ade it impossible for 
the district attorney’s office to 
fulfill its function in control of 
gambling. Mackey stated 
that 
he is subject to grand jury in ­ 
dictment for failure to perform 
this aspect of his duty, and that 
the state district attorney could 
move in to take over these du t­ 
ies should he be derelict in ful­ 
filling them. 
Supervisor Homer Varner mov­ 
ed that Maekey’s 
request 
be 
granted. The move w as second­ 
ed by neither Supervisor Sher­ 
man Lewis nor W illiam Jones. 
Lewis requested a week to con­ 
sider the matter, saying he be­ 
lieved there were enough deputy 
sheriffs to handle the position, 
and that it looked as if a special 
position were being created for 
one person.

In the next qround or basis of the petition they say, 
that I have failed fo carry out my pre-election promise, "to 
place civil service in effect in all C ity Departments in the 
City of Palm Springs." If is a known fact that I am the only 
Councilman who fought for and still favors civil service. . . 
Ask any policeman or fireman on the street. In the "black 
and white" record, the Minutes of the C ity Council of Jan. 
10, 1951 show, (quote) "C IV IL SER V IC E . . . Mr. Nathanson 
(objecting to motion to table civil service, due to existing 
international conditions)— "I have always favored civil ser­ 
vice. . .' The record shows I was the O N L Y councilman vot­ 
ing against tabling or putting off action to institute civil 
service in Palm Springs. See Resolution No. 3084. 


The petitioners complain that I promised "to hold reg­ 
ular public meetings within the district so I could become 
acquainted with wishes of the residents with respect to 
City Governm ent." The People of my District know that 


they have never been limited to a regular date or place or 
meeting to discuss a problem or wish but that the doors of

A T T E N T I O N focused on the question of whether 3 F °JeCt unfeasible at 1his ,im e - 
or not to spend $250,000 for a new city hall, residents and 
the council are liable to overlook the fact that the city 
faces the loss of many trained policemen and firemen be­ 
cause they can't continue to live on starvation wages. 
Two of the most valued police officers resigned this week 
to seek employment elsewhere at a livable salary. Their 
salary was $288 per month. What a remuneration for 
these men to whom we trust our lives and our property! 
Their hours are long and the work is hard. It takes years 
of training to make a good policeman— and fireman. 
1 hese men who have been here for several years will 
be very difficult to replace, if indeed, they can be re­ 
placed at all with capable substitutes. Here then is some­ 
thing to be thinking about also. It involves not bricks 
and steel— but human lives— the men who guard and 
protect our property and oftimes our lives. Their pay, 
of course, does not come out of the capital fund— but 
these men are deserving of just as much consideration 
as capital improvements. The city is paying more money 
for every thing it buys these days but it has granted its 
police and firemen but a five percent increase— none of 
which they receive in take-home pay. The city council 
should set a hearing on this subject and let the citizens 
know about the hardships endured by these men and 
their families. It should be brought out also that our 
police and firemen are among the poorest paid in Cali­ 
fornia. It is a more disgraceful situation than the inade­ 
quate city hall.

The person deposit­ 
ing the blood can say to w hom 
it shall be released—to him self, 
som eone in his family, a relative 
or friend. Through a sim ple re ­ 
deposit plan, the supply of blood 
is kept constant at all tim es. 
Hospitals are equipped to c a r­ 
ry a lim ited am ount of blood on 
hand, and th is supply w ould be 
kppt filled at all tim es from the 
bank. Em ergency calls in case of 
disaster w o u ld ’ bring 
all th a t 
w as needed w ithin a m atter of 
an hour to m ost parts of the tw o 
counties. At present there is no 
reserve of th is blood close at 
hand; com m unities 
struck 
by 
disaster w ould face 
a 
critical 
shortage under existing condi­ 
tions.
